FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
said in a statement that two of 
the men were seized in the act 
of lighting a candie which led 
to a fuse and a box containing 
more than 30 sticks of dynamite. 


Hoover identified those ar- 
rested as Emmett E. Miller, 44, 
Robert Lioyd Parks, 38, and 
Hugh Lynn Adams, 33. 


Hoover said the three will be 
arraigned as soon as possible 
before U.S. Commissioners. 

He said this is the first arrest 
made under the new Civil 
Rights Act of 1960 which makes 
it a federal crime to transport 
explosives in interstate com- 
merce for the purpose of inter- 
fering with educational ac- 
tivities. 

The FBI said Miller and Parks 
were seized by agents just as 
they placed the box of dynamite 
near a building of the college 
and lit the slow-burning candle 
which led to the fuse. 

Hoover said that Miller and 
Adams allegedly traveled from 
Memphis, Tenn., to West Mem- 
phis, Ark., on July 8 to deliver 
the explosives to Parks. 

At Little Rock, J. J. Casper, 
FBI agent in charge, said the 
FBI and Little Rock police were 
also investigating an explosion 
which occurred early Tuesday 
at the Little Rock Schoo! Board 
Building. 

One side of the building was 
damaged and several windows 
in neighboring buildings were 
shattered.

Traced to 


Ice Candy 


MAEBASHI (Kyodo)—The 
recent mass outbreak of 
dysentery which resulted in the 
death of four persons has been 
traced to ice candy produced 
by a manufacturer in Takasaki, 
it Was announced yesterday. 

A Welfare Ministry investiga- 
tion team wound up its two-day 
probe of the mas soutbreak 
yesterday and said that a total 
of 629 rsons have been 
affected to date, the majority 
of them children under 10 years 
of age. 

The three-man mission said 
that two employes of the ice 
candy manufacturer had been 
discovered to be carriers of a 
highly durable type of dysentery 
germ. 

The physicians said that the 
disease in this case affected 
children more heavily than 
adults and that the germ could 
not be killed by antibiotics.

the replacement of ganglionic 
cells by glia cells of the cere- 
bral connective tissue. It is 
not that ganglionic cells die by 
themselves and are then 
replaced by glia cells by virtue 
of the well-known tendency of 
connective tissue to penetrate 
into all places from which 
other tissue has vanished. 
Attack and Devour 

In fact the glia celis take a 
hand in destroying the gang- 
lionic cells of the brain; they 
actively attack them and de 
vour them. Dr. Ketz photo- 
graphed the subsequent stages 
of this dramatic process. The 
initial, middle, and final stages 
of this development are found 
side by side in every old brain, 
since all ganglionic cells are 
not attacked at the same time. 

One day in old age the glia 
cells at certain points of the 
brain begin to march. It is a 
general property of connective 
tissue cells that they can pass 
into the migratory state from 
the sessile one. Glia cells are 
very much alive and alert even 
in old age; they seem to ex- 
perience a second youth just at 
this point. In the first stage 
the affair looks pretty innocent: 
five to seven little glia cells 
in the

lionic cell is much larger. Th 
giia cells sit near the mem- 
brane of the ganglionic cell or 
near its processes, the neural 
fibers, which together with the 
nerve cell form a “neurone.” 
In the next stage the glia celle 
double by division, and sudden 
ly there are 10 to 14 of them. 

Now they open the attack, 
grouping themselves with stra- 
tegic skill around the ganglionic 
cell. The cell membrane is 
rapidly destroyed, the attackers 
enter the interior of the cel 
and eat the cell's cytoplasm, 
lustily proliferating again as 
they march on. 

Destroyed Rapidly 

At the boundary of the cell 
nucleus, the cell temporarily 
stops the attack. This most im- 
portant part of the cell becomes 
its citadel. The nucleus holds 
out for a while, and some rem- 
nants of the nerve cell's func- 
tions may still be maintained. 
Yet soon the glia cells, rein- 
forced by their own further 
divisions, attack the nucleus in 
force: now there are 20 to 30 
of them. 

This is the end.. The nuclear 
membrane collapses under the 
impetus of the storming glia 
cells which greedily ‘devour the 
prize, the nuclear substance. 
The ganglionic cell is blotted 
out, not even a contour of it 
being left. Where it used to be 
there is now a group of 20 to 
30 glia cells sitting together 
peacefully. They are _ sessile 
again and produce some con- 
nective fibers, but this is all 
they do; they do not attack any 
further ganglionic cells, leaving 
this to other glia cells march- 
ing forward from the old con- 
nective tissue. 

The process is distributed un- 
evenly among the various parts

of the brain. Generally speak- 
ing, the large ganglionic cells 
show better resistance than the 
small ones do. So the brain 
may continue to function toler- 
ably. Still, 30 or more per cent 
of the neurones are “phaged” 
(eaten). 


Host of Riddles 


It is different in the cortex so 
important for intellectual and 
mental functions. The inner 
pyramid layer is attacked most 
intensely in this region. It con- 
sists of large pyramid cells, and 
all of these are destroyed. In 
the outer pyramid layer, how- 
ever, the large cells hold out 
fairly well, while the small 
ones are eaten by the glia cells. 

In the cerebellum or small 
brain, Purkinye’s cells vanish. 
These large cells are neatly ar- 
ranged in a row, so their 
dwindling can be easily fol- 
lowed. Soon there are more 
gaps than cells ‘in the row. 
Aid who is the mysterious com- 
mander at whose behest. the 
giia cells attack the ganglionic 
cells? And why do they not do 
it at an earlier stage of life? 
Is it the aged condition of the 
ganglionic cells that attracts 
them? And how do they re- 
cognize it? 

There is a host of riddles. 
We know nothing as yet about 
the ultimate control of the pro- 
leading to aging and 
death. But every insight into 
the mechanisms of aging may | 
take us a step nearer to the 
understanding of this fundamen- 
tal problem. On human brains 
there have been no studies like 
those of Dr. Ketz so far, but it 
is probable that the replace- 
ment of ganglionic cells by glia 
cells proceeds in similar fashion 
in man.

West should have played 
normally, but panicked and 
split the honors. In _ other 
words, he played the queen. De- 
clarer promptly ducked and 
West was in a hurry to cash 
a club trick and led the queen 
of clubs. Declarer now trump- 
ed it, cleared the trumps in 
three rounds and took a heart 
hook and was able to make two 
pitches of spades, thus making 
the bid. 

Deciarer played well for he 
did not go after the trumps im- 
mediately. He concealed his 
hand, that is, he did not want 
to tell his opponents about his 
11 points in high cards. Had 
he gone after the trumps and 
shown his opponents his A-Q-J 
of diamonds as well as the ace 
of clubs, the opponents would 
have gotten to know that de 
clarer had no more high cards 
as his bid indicated his maxi 
mum was 11 in high card point. 
(In modern methods of bidding, 
one should not have more than 
11 points in high cards to make 
a preemptive bid).

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Labor Report Raises Hope 


The annual official report on employment and wages 
issued by the Labor Ministry is pervaded by a bright, 


confident tone. 


Reviewing the developments in 1959, the 


report notes that the increase in the industrial and mining 
production was 24.2 per cent, or higher than the 22.4 per 
cent increase in 1956, the year of the so-called “greatest- 


since-Jimmu” prosperity. 


Japan’s steady economic 


The wage increase was also 
larger, though not nominally. 


progress gives an entirely 


different picture from that of political confusion as manifest- 


ed in the recent disturbances in Tokyo. 


This difference, 


noted by many foreign observers as well, is certainly 
heartening and the entire Japanese nation should do well 
in choosing a wise political course and in preserving and 
further developing the fruits of economic prosperity. 


There are, to be sure, some negative aspects to the 


labor situation. 


Employment on a permanent basis in- 


creased, but temporary employment increased with a far 


wider margin. 


In manufacturing industry, a 39 per cent 


increase of temporary workers was matched against a 
6 per cent increase of regular workers. This means that 
much insecurity on the part of the workers who face 


the possibility of dismissal. 


But no employers operating on the principle of free

Further effort is required to improve 
their position, because they must be made strong enough 
to withstand the impact of trade liberalization.

from the modernization effort itself.

have borne out the truth of the proposition that automation 
will not reduce employment in the near future in this 


country.

The Need of US. 
To Japan 


By TEIZO HORIKOSHI

Organizations (Keidanren) 


During the past five years I have been to the United States 
five times. On each occasion I have been astonished by the ever- 
increasing interest in and understanding of Japan; its people, 
its culture, and its problems. 

Vitaly concerned with the economic growth of Japan, I 
have been particularly impressed with the widespread apprecia- 
tion and high regard shown in America for our rapid recovery 
as an industrial nation. 

Naturally, I have been most apprehensive during the last 
few weeks regarding the possibility of retaliatory action abroad 
for the reprehensible conduct of certain elements in Japan in 
opposing the U.S.Japan Security Treaty, I wondered; “Has 
the ‘Japan boom’ already burst?” 

It is to the everlasting credit of the American people that 
there has been no widespread, spontaneous, trigger-happy “hate 
Japan” feeling in the U.S. against the irrational action of the 
temporarilly-crazed, lunatic fringe in Japan. 

It was with mutual regard, deep sympathy, and heartfelt 
sentiment that arrangements were made to celebrate the centen- 
nial of amity and commerce between the U.S. and Japan. Amer- 
ica’s President was to have honored us with a visit, and our 
Crown Prince, beloved in America almost as much as he is in 
Japan, was to have paid his respects there in turn, 

Vital though it is, sentiment alone will not create or sustain 
foreign economic relations. Japan's businessmen, therefore, 
earnestly hope that the new Cabinet will have the stature neces- 
sary to command worldwide respect and the perspicacity in per- 
forming its duties necessary to warrant continued and unqualified 
confidence abroad. 

Between partners and competitors, in a Free World dedicated 
to free trade, it is in no way a matter of subjection or humilia- 
tion to recognize that one is larger than the other or that one is 
very much dependent upon the other. 

Let there be no mistake: . economically, Japan and the U.S. 
are inseparably related to each other. In 1951, 15.7 per cent 
of Japan's foreign trade was with the U.S. and 49 per cent with 
Asia; in 1958 the U.S. accounted for 29 per cent and Asia 32. 
Striking proof of this trend is shown by the fact that last year 
trade with the U.S. spiralled to 36 per cent of the total while 
that with Asia declined to 29. 

In analyzing the trade relations between Japan and the U.S. 
it is most significant that well over half of Japan's exports to 
the U.S., 58 per cent, were provided by Japanese medium-sized 
and small enterprises. 

Itemwise, the dependence of Japan's medium-sized and small 
enterprises upon exports to the U.S. is clearly shown by the fact 
that 93 per cent of the sundry goods they produce for export goes 
to the U.S., 88 per cent of their export textiles and 84 per cent 
of their foodstuffs. 

An official survey shows that 2,365,000 persons are employed 
by Japan’s medium-sized and small enterprises in producing 
goods for export to the U.S. Assuming that each of these 
workers has five dependents, it appears that as many as‘ 10 
million Japanese count upon exports to the U.S. for their livell- 
hood 


Call it what you may, this economic dependence of Japan 
upon the U.S. is not insignificant. Nor should it go unnoticed 
that the U.S. has never used this dependence to embarrass, 
degrade or subjugate the Japanese people. 

The total value of Japanese exports last year amounted to 
$3,400 million, of which $1,000 million, or about 30 per cent, 
went to the U.S. 

In the matter of technical aid, the munificence of the U.S. 
is equally impressive. During the postwar period ending Marcn 
1960, 640 out of 1,023 cases, 63 per cent of the total involved the 
U.S. American aid was particularly forthcoming in the .ields 
of communication and electrical engineering. In transportation, 
for example, America gave assistance in 52 out of 62 cases, or 54 
per cent of the total. 

Japan's Self-Defense Force during fiscal 1960 will have 
received more than ¥26,000 million worth of arms from the U.5., 
the Air Self-Defense Force receiving ¥17,000 million, the Maritime 
Self-Defense Force ¥6,600 million and the Ground Self-Defense 
Force, ¥2,800 million. 

The figures quoted above do not include the ¥400 million 
that is spent personally every year in Japan by members of the 
U.S. Security Forces. : 

No words could speak more eloquently than the various 


_gtatistics quoted above to show ‘that, economically, Japan and 
the U.S. are inseparably related to each other and that it well 


behooves Japan to maintain friendly relations with the U.S.

With the 
Congolese situation assuming 
serious proportions, the Belgian 
Government sent paratroopers 


to its former colony to restore 
order and rescue whites. It is 
now impossible to expect that 
peace and order will be restor- 
ed soon in the new republic as 
rebel regimes have been set up 
in all provinces except one. 
Furthermore, Katanga has re- 
portediy declared itself inde- 
pendent of the rest of the re- 
public. The chaos in the Congo 
Republic will harm not only 
Belgium and the Congo but also 
the peace and prosperity of the 
world. The United Nations is 
urged to be prompt in interven- 
ing in the situation to restore 
law and order in the area.— 
Nihon Keizai Shimbun 


Hokkaido School Fires 


It is deplorable to note that 
more and more schools in Hok- 
kaido are being destroyed by 
fires despite repeated warnings. 
It is strongly suspected that the 
prefectural education adminis- 
tration lacks proper measures to 
prevent such mishaps. In view 
of tight budgetary limitations it 
may be a little harsh to de- 
nounce the prefectural adminis- 
tration for its inability to 
effectively cope with the prob- 
lem. Nevertheless, unless ade- 
quate administrative measures 
are taken no successful fire pre- 
vention program will be practic- 
able. In view of the extremely 
serious effect the loss of educa- 
tional facilities may have on 
schoolchildren’s morale, fires 
which resuit not only in material 
but also educational losses must 
be prevented at all cost. A 
fundamental reexamination of 
the present fire-prevention set- 
up is strongly called for.—Hok- 
kaido Shimbun (Sapporo)

Zero Hour for Nominations 


The final goal of a politician 
is to become Prime Minister or 
the speaker of the House of 
Representatives. 

In Japan, a politician must be 
named president of the ruling 
party in order to be nominated 
Prime Minister by the Diet. 

The Liberal-Democratic con- 
vention for selecting a success- 
or to party president Nobu- 
suke Kishi will be held this 
morning at Sankei Hall in To- 
kyo. 

Five candidates will vie for 
the coveted post. 

The odds favor Hayato Ikeda, 
the Minister of International 
Trade and Industry, and Bam- 
boku Ohno, vice president of 
the Government party. 

As of last night, informed ob- 
servers were piacing their bets 
on Ikeda. 

The party president will be 
chosen under a single, secret 
ballot system by a total of 513 
voters. 

They comprise 286 Liberal- 
Democratic members of the 
Lower House; 135 members of 
the House of Councillors, and 
$2 delegates of the 46 prefec- 
tures. 

Under regulations of the 
Liberal-Democratic Party, a suc- 
cessful candidate must collect 
more than half of the total num- 
ber of votes cast. 

Second Ballot 

If no one meets this require- 
ment in the first voting, the first 
two winners will vie again in a 
second ballot, 

In this case, whoever rakes in 
the greater number of votes 
will be nominated party presi- 
dent, 

Assuming that all of the 513 
eligible voters will cast their bal- 
lots in today’s elections, 257 will 
be the minimum number of 
votes needed to be chosen on 
the first ballot. 

Neither of the two strongest 
candidates—Ikeda and Ohno— 
is likely to win more than 170 
to 180 votes. 

Where the votes of the party's 
multiple cliques and delegates 
go in the showdown vote will 
therefore determine the final 
winner, 

Leaders of both Ikeda and 
Ohno factions went all out for 
the last moment vote reading 
and behind-the-curtain cam- 
paign to gain more votes from 
last night until this morning. 

Mitsujiro Ishii, Liberal-Demo- 
cratic executive board chairman 
who had been regarded one of 
the three most likely choices, 
as Well as Foreign Minister Ai- 
ichiro Fujivama who was the 
ast to announce his intention 
to run for the election were also 
busy running about to gain suf- 
ficient votes to win second-place, 
the qualification to go into the 
showdown _ election. Kenzo 
Matsumura, former Education 
Minister and a die-hard anti- 
main currenter, remained com- 
paratively calm as he is advo- 
cating a “clean and fair” elec- 
tion. 

Little Chance 

Chances are, however, that 
none of the three candidates— 
Ishii, Fujiyama and Matsu- 
mura—will outvote either Ikeda 
or Ohno in the first ballot. 

Not counting the vote of local 
deputies which always is next 
to impossible to forecast, the 
rough estimate on the break- 
down of votes to be cast bv 
Liberal-Democrats for Ikeda and 
Ohno in the initial voting is as 
follows: 

For the International Trade 
and Industry Minister, all mem- 
bers of Ikeda and Sato factions, 
part of the Kishi faction includ- 
ing Munenori Akagi, director of 
the Defense Agency, and the ma- 
jority of the House of Council- 
lors Seishin Club, consisting 
mainly of Kishi and Sato faction 
members. 

To vote for Ohno will be all 
members of the Ohno faction 
and its ally, thy antimain cur- 
rent faction headed by Ichiro 
Kono, and part of the Kishi fac- 


tion members including secre- 
tary general Shojiro Kawa- 
shima. 


Support for Ikeda 

In the showdown voting, Ike- 
da is likely to have, in addition 
to the votes cast for him in the 
first election, the support from 
leading groups inside the Kishi 
faction headed by Kishi, Agri- 
culture-Forestry Minister Takeo 
Fukuda and Tokuo Nanjo, plus 
part of the Ishii faction mem- 
bers and the majority of Miki 
faction members. 

Besides, about 40 Upper House 
members under the direct in- 
fluence of Upper House presi- 
dent Tsuruhei Matsuno, who 
have expressed their support to 
Fujiyama in the first election, 
are likely to vote for Ikeda in 
the play-off, due to their anti- 
Ohno sentiment, Some anti-Ohno 
members of the Ishii faction are 
also expected to vote for Ikeda 
in the showdown. 

On the other hand, Ohno will 
have support from the majority 


of Ishii faction members and 
possibly two-thirds of the local 
deputies, in addition to the 
votes cast for him in the first 
ballot, according to Ishii faction 
leaders. 

It seems, however, that Ohno 
has less chance of winning the 
play-off, because the basic votes 
cast for him in the primary 
election will be smaller than 
that for Ikeda and he cannot ex- 
pect support from such antimain 
current factions headed by Ta- 
keo Miki, Kenzo Matsumura and 
former Prime Minister Tanzan 
Ishibashi, in the final election. 


No Telling Yet 


In any event, nobody can tell 
definitely which of the two will 
win at this stage. 

Even after the presidential 
candidates have fought it out in 
a showdown, the Tory party 
will find it inevitable to go 
through another spell of rough 
sailing when a vote is taken to 
designate the new Prime Minis- 
ter at the Diet. 

Whichever of the two—lIkeda 
or Ohno—may get the Tory de- 
signation as the Prime Minis- 
tership nominee, certain seg- 
ments of the party are expect- 
ed to go back against any such 
designation. 

Although there is little doubt 
that a man chosen as the new 
Tory president will eventually 
get the Diet nomination as the 
new Prime Minister, about 20 
Tory dissidents led by hard- 
headed Ichiro Kono would 
either absent themselves alto- 
gether or cast a blank ballot to 
show their tacit disapproval, in 
case Ikeda gets the party nomi- 
nation and runs for the Prime 
Ministership at the Diet election. 
Likewise, the Ishibashi and 
Matsumura faetions are expect- 
ed to do the same if Ghno ob- 
tains such nomination. 


Ominous Clouds 
If these dissident moves are 
witnessed at the scene of vote- 
taking at the Diet to nominate 
the new Prime Minister, they 
could certainly brew ominous 
clouds for the future of the Lib- 


erla-Democratic Party. 
Incidentally, if Ikeda gets 
the nomination both as the 


party president and thus as the 
new Prime Minister, the hard 
core of the Tory front is to be 
formed by such “bureaucrats” 
as Ikeda, Kishi and Sato. Mean- 
while if Ohno could get the 
nomination, then the party 
hegemony would fall in the 
hands of the so-called “party 
politicians’ group” led by Kono, 
Kawashima and Ishii. 

In any event, all the Tories 
are bound to regroup them- 
selves into new factions. 

Under the circumstances pre- 
dictions are that a fatalistic 
antagonism between the main 
and antimain currenters coup!l- 
ed with the anticipatec Diet 
dissolution to be followed by 
general elections within the 
year will continue to deterior- 
ate the political situation. 

Candidates for key posts in a 
new Cabinet and the party if 
Ikeda is nominated new party 
president have already been 
mentioned. Among them are 
Sato as Foreign Minister or 
chairman of the party Execu- 
tive Board, Zentaro Kosaka of 
the Ikeda faction as Finance 
Minister and Takeo Ohashi as 
Labor Minister or chief Cabinet 
secretary. 

Miki may be asked to join the 
new Cabinet as minister in 
charge of economic affairs if he 
supports Ikeda in the final vot- 
ing. 

It is common sense judgment 
that the post of party secretary 
general will be occupied by a 
member of the Ikeda faction, 
but who will get the post is still 
unpredictable. 

Of the 17 Cabinet posts, five 
are expected to be taken by the 
Ikeda group, three by the Sato 
faction, two by the Kishi faction 
and one or two posts by mem- 
bers of the House of Council- 
lors. 

Regarding the remaining 
posts, cooperation is expected to 
be sought from various other 
groups. However, members of 
the faction led by Kono, arch 
rival of Ikeda, Kishi and Sato, 
will be denied important posts. 

The cooperation of the Ohno, 
Ishii, Miki-Matsumura and Ishi- 
bashi factions is considered a 
prerequisite to smooth operation 
of the Ikeda Cabinet. 

Consequently, Ikeda and Sato 
are expected to ask these groups 
to extend their best coopera- 
tions. Nonetheless, rough going 
is expected for the work of or- 
ganizing a new Cabinet.

Despite Kennedy's vulnerable points—his youth, Catholicism, 
lack of an international image, his money, his father’s shadow. 
his weakness during the McCarthy era, his blunder in misgaug- 
ing the effect of Gov. Pattersons support on the Negro—the big 
argument for him has been that he will win the election. Hav- 
ing just spent a few exploratory days in California, not among 
the delegates but the people, I have found little enthusiasm for 
Kennedy, even as against the Nixon who has also ceased to stir 
his fellow-Californians. I get the same feeling about New York. 

Perhaps the campaign will generate affections and commit- 
ment. Right now the prospect of a Nixon-Kennedy struggle 
leaves too many voters apathetic about both. To put Lyndon 
Johnson in Kennedy's place would make them even “more apa- 
thetic. A Stevenson-Kennedy ticket against Nixon would sharpen 
the issues and engage the energies of many who otherwise face: 
the campaign with dismay.
